It is the purpose to have the commis- 


sion investigate every charge that is 
made with the least shadow of founda- 
tion. Its work will probably be directed 
in thi'ee main channels, representing 
the commissaries', the quartermasters' 
and the medical department of the 
army. 


The matter of food and clothing for 


the army, of transportation of medical 
supplies and of medical service, of the 
location of camps, of chartering- and 
using tfansports, will be taken up In 
a business-l'ike way, and every irregu- 
larity traced to its source an-d its con- 
sequence noted. 


The stories of Insufficient and im- 


proper rations will be investigated, and 
each Individual case run down, If wit- 
nesses and documents and reports are 
obtainable. 


The charges that camps have been lo- 


cated Improperly and In the interest of 
certain corporations or sections of coun- 
try will be ventilated. 


Tlw> alleged neglect of sick and wound- 


ed by army surgeons will be particularly 
Inquired into, and the history of the 
campaign at Santiago will be impartial- 
ly written by the commission.
